Winnipeg Strike Leaders Appear 


Before Justice Of The Peace And 


Are Given Remand For Eight Days

Council For Defence Accompanied By Prominent Members of Trades 
and Labor Council Leave Winnipeg For Stony Mountain, But Are 
Forced to Return to City, Their Automobiles Becoming Mired. 


WINNIPEG, June 17.—Twelve hours after they had been placed 
in the cells within the confines of Stoney Mountain penitentiary on a 
series of charges of sedition, and conspiracy against the constitutional 
government of Canada, the ten Winnipeg strike leaders appeared be- 
fore a justice of the peace this afternoon and were remanded for eight 


days. They will come up again on Wednesday, June 25. 

The only persons present when the remand was granted was the 
justice of the peace, E. A. Andrews, assistant clerk of the Winnipeg | 
police court, and A. J. Andrews, K.C., crown prosecutor, 1, J. Mur- 
ray, who has been retained to act as counsel for the defence, 
Winnipeg for Stoney Mountain at four o'clock this afternoon,

Will Apply For Bail, 


Mr. Murray announced tonight that 
application for bail for all the men 
gathered in. will be made tomorrow. 
He stated that there would be no dif- 
ficulty in raising any amount of mon- 
ey that might be required to furnish 


bail, Counsel for the defence was to 
have been present at the penitentiary 
when the prisoners came up this af- 
ternoon, but when five oglock, the 
hour set for the proceedMgs, came 
around and Mr. Murray had not ar- 
rived, the formality of remanding the 
men for-eight days was proceeded 
with. Eight days is thé longest period 
of remand which can be granted in 
the initial stages of a case of this na- 
ture. 

Included in the charges of seditious 
libel against the ten are the following 
allegations: 

“That the men @id conspire againat 
His Person, George V." 

“That they conspired with intent 
@gainst the constitutional government 
of Canada.” 

“That they conspired with intent to 


oppose, the authority of constables ap- 
pointe@ by the city of Winnipeg.” 

“That certain articles published fn 
the Western Labor News were pub- 
lished with intent to ridicule the con- 
weer government of the Domin- 
on.” 

The charge of pocitiaue conspiracy 
reads: ‘That thes® men did conspire 
with intent to overthrow the constitu- 
tional government of the Dominion of 
Canada.” 

Sam Blumenberg Arrested. 

WINNIPEG, June 18.—The latest 
addition to the list of arrests of labor 
leaders is Sam Blumenberg, who has 
been for years a prominent figure in 
advanced socialistic circles in Winni- 
peg, and who was named among those 
against whom proceedings were to be 
taken. ; 

It was this that led to his apprehen- 
sion. Walking into tho police station 
he enquired for acting Chief of Police 
Newton. When he,saw him he wanted 
to know what was against him, The 
answer was that he was placed under 
arrest and js now being held awaiting 
the instructions of the speciz' crown 
prosecutor, 


Ten Labor Leaders Arrested 
In Their Beds in Winnipeg Are

Unconfirmed Report States That 


Ont., For Arraignment—Labor Men Refuse to Comment On Gov- 


ernment’s Action and ‘‘Strike 
Arrests. 


WINNIPEG, Man., June 17. — The 
federal government today made a dra- 
matic move in connection with the 
local sympathetic strike, As a result 
ten labor leaders, most of whom have 
played an important gart in directing 
the strike movement, are tonight be- 
hind the bars in Stony Mountain penl- 
tentiary. e 

The arrests were based on warrants 
charging with “inciting the police 
force to neglect of duty,” and with 
responsibility for publication In the 
Strike Bulletin last Wednesday of a 
special article containing “false and 
libellous statements.” The story was 
headed ‘Police replaced by thugs” 
and vigorously attacked the special re- 
turned soldier constables, The civic 
auth®rities were criticized for dismiss- 
ing the regular police force, 

Coincidentally with the arrest 
strike leaders, the police raided 
Labor Temple, the Ukrainian Temple, 
and Liberty Hall, where vast quantities 
of literature*was secured which, it ts 
said, will be used in the ultimate trials, 

The utmost secrecy prevailed 
throughout the preliminary proceed- 
ings of the arrest this morning. Care- 
fully planned by the authorities with 
the co-operation of the military intel- 
ligence department and other police 
branches, not one word of the im- 
pending arrests leaked out. 

The special constabulary was mobil- 
ized in its entirety at headquarters and 
other strategic points. A large fleet of 
automobiles was stationed at various 
pre-arranged points and when the 
signal came the work started. 

Are Found In Bed. 

An automobile with mounted police- 
men sped away to the homes of the 
men they sought. Every man arrested 
was found in bed, Each one submitted 
quietly on being shown the official 
warrant for apprehension, 

No trouble was reported. Women in 
the homes of the arrested leaders were 
naturally alarmed, and it was stated 
that Mrs. George Armstrong and Mrs. 
Wm. Ivens nearly collapsed from ner- 
vous prostration, 

It was reported this evening, but 
not officially confirmed, that those 
under arrest will be taken to Kingston, 
Ont., within a few days for arraign- 
ment and trial. 

A. J. Andrews, K.C., retained by the 
Dominion government as prosecutor, 
stated the warrants for the four men

Deplores “Strong Arm" Methods. 

Referring to the federal govern- 
ment’s action, Mayor Charles F, Gray 
said: “I have consistently deplored any 
attampt at strong arm methods, espe- 
cially when we appear to have passed 
the danger crisis, These men have al- 
ready earned the condemnation of la- 
bor men and their overthrow was sim- 
ply a matter of days.”’

WINNIPEG, June 17,—In a front 
page editorial this afternoon the Win- 
nipeg Telegram comments on the ar- 
rest of strike leaders in part as fol- 
lows: 

“At last we have the start of action. 
At last we have officlaldom aroused to 


a sense of duty. At last we have the 
first move of those in authority to pick 
up the challenge cast down by tfeason 
and to exert the pressure of the strong 
arm of the law. 

“Had the ringleaders of this farcical 
revolution been subjected three weeks 
ago to the treatment they received last 
night, Winnipeg would have been say- 
ed millions of dollars and an unenvi- 
able reputation it will now take us 
years to live down. 

Treated Mountebanks Scriously. 

“The trouble has been that everyone 
in authority has treated the ridiculous | 
posing of a handful of mountebanks | 
seriously. They were not treated like 
bad boys playing a silly game. They 
were treated as if they were grown 
men intellectually who were engaged | 
in an enterprise that might live in 
history.” 

After declaring that resumption of 
service by all publig utilities must be 
immediate, the article continues: 

“Let there be no faltering now. The 
arrest of the ringleaders of rebellion 
is only a good start. Let that good 
start not be discredited and turned to 
ridicule by failure to follow to Its log- 
ical conclusion, with an ajinfaltering 
heart, a-course of action that com- 
mands the respect and enthusiasm of 
everyone possessing @ sense of man- 
hood and a spirit of loyalty.”

Shopmen Will 
Postpone Strike 


TORONTO, June 17.—At a mass 
meeting of railway shopmen here 
tonight, the postponement of the 
Dominion wide strike which had 
been scheduled for Wednesday 
morning was announced, and the 
1,500 local shopmen, who were 
ready to walk out tomorrow, if the 
strike order from Montreal —head- 
quarters had not been cancelled, 
pending further negotiations with 


the Canadian Railway Board, acqui- 
esced in the postponement and will 
continue at work,

Changes Slight 
The changes in the peace text, as 
indicated by the red interlineations 
in the text of the old treaty, are so 
slight as to cause universal dismay 
among those who have had the’ op4 
portunity of examining the docur 


ment, The financial modifications are 
considered unimportant and  objec- 
tionable, and the terms covering 
Germany's admission to the league of 
nations are declared to be wunsatis- 
factory. 

Government circles state that they 
cannot conceive any government will- 
ing to sign the terms, though it is ad- 
admitted that the treaty will be fully 
discussed, because it is realized that 
serious -effects, with the spread of 
Bolshevism in Germany, would be en- 
tailed in refusal to sign. The En- 
tente's answer, also, is considered as 
nothing less than an ultimatum,

Mayor's Request Refused by the 
Police Commissioners For Set 
Locations For Mass Meetings 


At their meeting on Tuesday afters 
noon the police commission decided 
that they would not interfere with th@® 
holding of any mass meetings in th 
market square, provided that th 
taking part kopt within the law. The 
commission contend that any restrioc- 
tion on any such meetings are mat- 
ters for the city council, and that the 
council, if they wanted to do any- 
thing, could pags a bylaw preventing 
any meetings being held there at all. 

The matter was jntroduced by 
Mayor Clarke, who asked if the com- 
mission would give instructions to the 
police for dealing with mass meetings 
on the market square. With regard 
to those who had been holding meet- 
ings all along, he asked that they be 
kept to the location used before, that 
is around the market buildings, and 
not disturbed, but that if any other 
mectings Were attempted to be held, 
that they should be kept over to he 
east side of the market square. 

The mayor explained the reason for 
thts, inasmuch as he remarked that 
trouble was brewing in connection 
with the strike. Joseph Knight, who 
had been chased out of Vancouver 
and Winnipeg, was back in the city 
and had been thrown out of the strike 
committee the previous night, and he 


| was now out to break up the strike. 


The mayor added the prediction that 
there had been some arrests in Win- 
nipeg and Calgary, and there would 
be some in Edmonton before long. 
After discussing the matter, the 
commissioners came to the deci- 
sion, as stated above, that they could 
not interfere withethe use of the 
market place if order was maintained,

Proposed Construction of 
Sidewalks 


The City Commissioners make the 
following announcement regarding 
proposed construction of side- 
walks: 

During the past two or three years, 
the city has constructed cinder walks 
at several locations, in order to deter- 
mine the utility of this class of con- 
struction, Some of these locations 
are as follows: 

l0lst Street, opposite the C.N.R. 
depot. 

107th Avenue, from 124th Street 
to the E.D. & B.C, station at 
121st Street. 

102nd Avenue, from 99th Street 
to 100th Street (just west of the 
Civie block). 

107th Street, south of 99th Ave, 
(A much used approach to the 
Parliament Buildings, 

Exhibition Grounds, the main 
walk from the entrance to tha 
grandstand, 
22nd Avenue, from 97th Street 
to the Allan Gray school. 

86th Avenue, 100th Street to 
10ist Street (north of King Ed- 
ward school.) 

110th Street, 100th Ave, to the 
Jasper Avenue subway. 

From the above schedule it will be 
seen that the cinder construction has 
been tried out under practically all 
conditions of traffic in the different 
sections of the city. 

It has been found that the mater- 
fals are easily obtained and laid; the 
appearance of the finished walk is 
good; and it is less tiring to the ped- 
estriane than elther plank or con- 
crete constructicn. Under present 
conditions, the cost is about one- 
third that of plank walk, and one- 
seventh that of concrete waik, The 
miost serious disadvantage is the ten- 
dency to “dust” after it is newly con- 
structed, and before traffic has thor- 
oughly compacted the walk, but when 
the walk has been in use a month or 
two, it becomes very hard, and the 
tendency to “dust disappears, 

The sesults of these experiments 
have heen very satisfactory, and 
where people were rather prejudiced 
against this class of walk, they now 
speak very favorably of it. These re- 
sults have led the city to select this 
class of construction to replace about 
thirty miles of plank walks, which 
have outlived jheir usefulness, and 
which will sooh be advertised as local 
improvements. 

All local improvements done under 
our city charter, must be tnitiated 
either by petition from the property 
owners abutting, or by advertisement 
by the city. 

A petition is not “sufficiently 
signad” until it contains the signatures 
of two-thirds of the property owners, 
representing at least

It Is not yet possible to predict 
a full crop. Conditions over most 
| parts of the province may be 
safely called good, but in the 
areca where moisture is most 
|} commonly below ideal supply 
| there ts still an aspect of precart- 
ousness, The weather, however, 
is aPparently broken and there 
is ground to hope for ultimately 
g0od returns, 


This is the summing up of the third 
| semi-monthly crop report of the pro- 
vinclal department of agriculture is- 
| sued on Monday in reviewing the con- 
ditions now prevailing. 

The report reads as follows:— 

The report of May 3lst on crop 
conditions {ndicated a continuation of 
rather favorable conditions following 
the period of active seeding subject 
to a delay of warmth over the whole 
of the province and the prevalence of 
drying winds. In the south the mois- 
ture supply had not got beyond cur- 
rent requirements. Cut worms had 
appeared in some localities corres- 
ponding with the areas of limited 
moisture, but really occurring gen- 
erally in all of the open prairie area 
of the province as far north as Po- 
noka, This condition up to the end 
of the third week of May did not ap- 
pear to be wholly favorable but on 
May 28th a general rain set in to the 
extent of reviving the whole crop of 
the province and generally changing 
the overall outlook to a hope of good 
crop progress. 

Cut Worms, 

The rains at the close of the month 
were scarcely sufficient to put an end 
to cut worm troubles and this has 
continued to the point of 
about an appreciable damage of 
crops generally at points such as Mé 
grath, Carmangay, Retlaw, Vulcan, 
Claresholm, Olds, Innisfail, Red Deer, 
Lacombe and Ponoka; also at points

for moisture except along the eastern 
half of the Canadian Northern rail- 
way between Edmonton and Lloyd- 
minster. In the Vermilion district 
conditions have not been very favor- 
able since seeding, There have been 
strong winds and very little rain and) 
in this neighborhood it will require 
very good conditions to bring the crop} 
up to an ordinary average, Other-) 
wise the crop for a hundred mile} 
radius around Edmonton is good.

“Direct Action’’ by 
Government. 


The Dominion Government has 
at last taken a hand in the Winni- 
peg strike. The men summarily 
arrested will get no sympathy 
from the public at large. They 
have done what in them lay to put 
the city of Winnipeg and the 
country at large to cost and loss 
without any benefit resulting to 
any one, They set themselves up as 
dictators and frankly announced 
that their purpose was the over- 
throw of existing governmental or- 
ganization and authority. Well, 
the government has taken up the 

allenge and the dictators whose 
atest decree, that the babies of 
Winnipeg should not get milk was 
still partially in foree on Sunday 
last, are now in Stoney Mountain 
penitentiary. They advocated@a 
policy of ‘‘direct action’’ instead 
of action by constitutional means 
and methods, The government has 
given them a taste of their own 
medicine. So far so good. 

The difficulty of the situation is 
that two wrongs do not make a 
right. ‘‘Direct action’’ by a gov- 
ernment is objectionable and as 
dangerous as ‘‘direct action’’ by 
{the Bolshevik. As the wires give 
the news the arrest of the Winni- 
peg agitators was without the 
usual forms of law. There is no 
|good reason why these forms should 
not have been observed. If these 
men have transgressed the law— 
as probably they have—they 
| Should be arrested, tried and pun- 
ished as provided by law. Perhaps 
|such a course is being followed. 
| But the information coming over 
| the wires indicates the contrary. It 
| argues rather that the government 
| has reverted to the methods by 
| Which it enforced its conscription 
and registration policies in 1918, 
when the prineiples and forms of 
|law were set aside and ‘‘direct 
/action’’ taken from time to time as 
‘the whim of the authorities or of

The Winnipeg Arrests. 

Under orders from Ottawa, the 
Mounted Police have arrested a 
number of the strike leaders in 
Winnipeg. Why the trouble-mak- 
ers are supposed to be.at present 
guilty of something they were not 
guilty of a week, or two weeks, 
ago is not explained. 

Unless the proof of their liabil- 
ity to punishment is elear, and is 
quickly made public, harm rather 
than good may be done by these

TERMS KEPT SEORET. 
London Times, Parliamentary report, 


May 20: - 

Mr MacMaster (Chertsey, C, U.) 
ayked whether, In view of the fact 
that the Allies peace terms had been 
handed to the German delegates at 
Paris and had been communicated by 
them to the German government and 
parliament, His Majesty's government 
would now submit these terms in full 


to the House, in order that members| 


and the British public might have the 
same opportunity of considering them, 
before discussion and debate, as was 
now afforded to the enemy. 

Mr. Bonar Law.—-This subject was 
discussed by the Prime Minister with 
the heads of the governments of the 
United States, France and Italy, and 
it was decided not to publish the 
termy in full. I am sure that the 
House will recognize that the same 
course must be taken in this as is 
adopted in the other parliaments of 
the Allies, and will be satisfied in the 
meantime with the very fuil and, I 
think, accurate summary which has 
already been published. 

Mr. MacMaster.—Seeing that the 
enemy parliament is discu'ssing this 
question, is it not reasonable that at 
least we should have the financial 
clauses relating to reparation? Mr, 
Bonar Law.—-I admit that there is a 
great deal of force in the suggestion 
of my hon. friend. I raised it myself 
to the Prime Minister. in consequence 
we had a very full discuysion and I 
am sure the House will recognize that 
we must accept the decision of those 
who are carrying through the treaty, 
Mr. Hogge.—Can my right hon. friend 
not see the distinction between allow- 
ing the House to ad the terms with 
and without giving an opportunity of 
debate? Why cannot we see the terms, 
even if we do not press for discussion? 
Mr. Bonar Law.—My answer dealt 
with that. I thought the suggestion 
so reasonable that I specially raised it 
to the Prime Minister, and he discuss- 
ed it at some length with the heads 
of the Allied government's, They had 
reasons which I could not put be- 
fore the House for thinking it une 
desirable, and I am eure the House 
will be ready to leave the decision of 
these matters to the delegates, Col. 
W. Thorne Plaistow, Lab.).—Is it not 
a fact that the German people them- 
selves know the terms of the treaty, 
and if that is so, why should not we 
know them? Mr. Bonar Law.—That 
is really the same question. Ag a 
matter of fact I doubt whether the 
full terms have been published, even 
in Germany. Lieut.-Col, A. Murray 
Kincardine and Western, C, L.)—Is it 
not possible that the full terms will 
be given by the Berlin government to 
the National Assembly before this 
House knows them? What advantage 
widl there be in that? Mr. Bonar Law. 
I said the subject was discussed and 
reasons against publicacion were 
brought forward at that discussion, I 
cannot give them to the House, but 
of course, that iy only for the time be- 
ing.
